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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 26-27 & 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 

over Keefe et al. (# 5278584) in view of Desai (# 4915718) and Ohashi (# 5825386). 

Keefe et al. discloses a liquid jet recording head for ejecting recording liquid from 

orifice toward a receiving medium so as accomplish a recording (figure: 1). They also 

disclose that the recording head having a plurality of heating element (column: 4, line: 

40-45; figure: 2-3) with electrodes for supplying electric current to the heating element 

(column: 5, line: 5-15; figure: 4); a cover plate molded by resin material, which is same 

TAB assembly (column: 3, line: 60-68; column: 4, line: 1-5), forming a liquid reservoir 

storing the recording liquid and plurality of passageway connected to the liquid 

chamber, one end of passageway connected to liquid reservoir and an opposite end 

serve as outlet port (orifice) (figure: 1-8). They also disclose that the heating element 

and cover plate are stacked so that the heating element face a respective one of the 

passageways (figure3-8; column: 7, line: 5-20). They also disclose that the outlet port 

and liquid reservoir part forming the liquid reservoir are integrally formed with each other 

or separable from each other (figure: 1 ). 
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Keefe et al. differs from the claim of the present invention in that: 

(1 ) The opening of the outer port has a diameter equal to or less than 25 ^m. 

(2) The resin material has hardness of Rockwell M65 to M120. 

Desai teaches that the orifices are formed with a diameter approximately 10 jim- 
125 (xm (column: 6, line: 5-10). 

It would have been obvious to one of having an ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of invention was made to incorporate the orifices with the small diameter taught by 
Desai in to the liquid jet recording head of Keefe et al. because it give the high 
resolution printing. 

Ohashi teaches that the orifices are formed of resin material and have a 
hardness of Rockwell M60 to M130 (column: 4, line: 30-40). 

It would have been obvious to one of having an ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of invention was made to incorporate the orifices formed of resin with certain hardness 
taught by Ohashi in to the liquid jet recording head of Keefe et al. because of the 
hardness from the range from M60 to M130, the ink can be well jetted out from the 
orifices. 

2. Claims 28-29 are rejected under 35 (JSC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Keefe et al., Desai and Ohashi as applied to claims 26-27 & 30-35 above, and further in 
view of Yamazaki et al. (# 5739833). 

Keefe et al. teaches all the limitation of the liquid jet recording head except that 
the recording liquid has a fine particle of pigments with the diameter ranging from 0.02 
ixm to 0.2 Lim. 
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Yamazaki et al. teaches that the ink contains a pigmented coloring agent and has 
particle size ranging from 0.05 jam to 0.5 jam (see Abstract). 

It would have been obvious to one of having an ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of invention was made to incorporate the recording composition with fine particles 
taught by Yamazaki et al. in to the liquid jet recording head of keefe et al. because it 
exhibits excellent stability even after it stored for a long period of time and provide a 
high-quality printed image. 



Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

(1) Feinn et al. (# 6234613) discloses the ink jet recording head having a plurality 
of heating element and electrode (figure: 3-8) for color ink jet printing (figure: 1 ). 

(2) Feinn et al. (#6364475) discloses the ink jet recording head having an orifice, 
a plurality of heating element and electrode bonded to heating element (see Abstract; 
figure: 1-5; column: 5, line: 15-65). 

(3) Sekiya et al. (# 5754202) discloses the ink jet recording apparatus having a 
recording head, which has a plurality of heating element and electrodes connected to it 
(see Abstract; figure: 1a-1g). 

(4) Takemoto et al. (# 6084619) discloses the ink jet recording apparatus with 
plurality of nozzle and plurality of the ink reservoir (figure: 5).

to or less than 25 |um. It is this limitation, expressed in the claimed combination not 
found, taught or suggested in the prior art, that makes these claims allowable over the 
prior art.
